True Wagner h imself h ad, th rough 
good business, h is own th irst, sales on 
tick and lack of renewal of h is goods— 
so called—about “gone out” of busi­ 
ness; and on account of executions in 
h ands of th e sh eriff was anxious to be 
raided; but th a t m atters not, it did 
not stop tbe great wave of tem per­ 
ance reform th en going on in Dixon 
like a tornado. 
W agner’s saloon was 
destroy ed; h is goods th ough diluted to

But we digress; th e good women of
